So Political Forecast Seems - Ohio, 
Indiana and New York Critical 
Ststes Brysn Csn Win Only by 
Detest of Reform in Them. 

No election Is won till the votes 
are counted, and sometimes not then, 
but so far a* human fallibility will 
let us Judge, in the present race the 
k ureses of W. H. Taft Is certain. 
■* rj Indication which can be found by 
(he best observers on both sides and 
••very teii.lenry which can !>e dedtt<-r<| 
from polltlelal history, points that 
way. 

While the feeling of nervousness 
among business men ha* not di»- 
.i I i • m d, II I- golliK. and Im-ln. n i- 
liHikmg up. The betting odds have 
nettled down to 2-1 on Taft. which 
were the final odds In New York four 
|-rm ago, every newspaper which ha 
mode, a teat vote ol any kind, and 
every observer who has been anle to 
gather Infonarttlon admits that Taft | 
will win. 

Of course this does not Include the 
official foreoaat of the Democratic 
leader*. They claim everything In 
sight, which hurt* no body, but men 
who have been able to get at their 
Hcource* cf Information know that all 
rc|iort* to them aro contrary to their 
prediction.-!. The only thing that ran 
poKKlbly elect Bryan I* a landslide, 
and so far there Is no »lgn of It, tho 
It I* always possltle. The value of 
Democratl: predictions is shown by 
the result of the last Brjan race, 
when Chairman Jone* claimed for 
Bryan: Indiana. Kansas. Maryland. 
New York. Ohio. South Dakota and 
West Virginia, all of which voted for 
McKlnley. This Is Just about the 
Democratic claim today. 

The real qurctlon seems to be the 
slxe of the Taft majority, and about 
thlr. there Is a good deal of disagree- 
ment. Hitchcock claims 317 electorlal 
voice, but he naturally takes all he 
can. However, he predicted exactly 
what Tafl's majority In the conven- 
tion would be. Ho give* Bryan only 
the Solid South, aud puts In the 
doubtful column only Kentucky. Mary- 
land and Mlcaourl. The strongest 
Democrat!: forecast which has come 
to this office gives Bryan, besides the 
South, Colorado, Idaho, Kentucky. 
Mltsourl. and Nevada, and puts a* 
doubtful Indiana, Maryland, Nebraska, 
New York, Ohio, and West Virginia. 
Other forccact* range all the way 
between these two. 

It can be soon by a study of these 
eMimulea that u-.lcr.fi Br>au can carry 
Ohio. Indiana, and New York, or be- 
sides New York one of thece two 
itates and all the other doubtful ones,

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SCIENTIFIC FEEDING 
OF SWINE 

Feeding hogs Is a subject In which 
every fanner and breeder Is or should 
be deeply Interested. It is of unlvsr- 
ial importsr.ee: and 1 only wish 1 
could go Into It deeply and In a 
way that would Interest you men 
here. 

Starting with the newborn pig. It 
requires practice and skill to feed the 
mother so that she will bring her litter 
out without scouring them. When this 
Is done the Aral great danger Is over. 
To do this she should be fed lightly 
and systematically The same man 
should feed and care for her that fed 
her previous to farrowing, .le should 
have his work well plsnned. and good 
Judgment should direct his move- 
Tents. Many writers advocate the 
use of a strictly milk producing ra- 

ton. but experience has shown that 
this Is wrong. The flow of milk at 

his time la naturally greater than the 
;ilgs will take lu the majority of cases. 
For this reason a light feed of corn 
and oats la better for the sow and pigs 
both. In the course of a week the 
ration should be gradually changed to 
a slop of shorts, and this Increased 
until the ration consists of one-half of 
such feeds. 

At the age of three weeks the pigs 
will commence eating and tbey should 
be encouraged by the use of a creep. 
The feed should consist of a slop of 
some good mill feeds. From (he time 
the pigs commence eating the expense 
of feeding gradually Increases, and 
with it the value of the pig Increases 
If be Is doing well and Is properly fed 
It Is not my purpose to pronoun 1 
the bslanced ration, fact or theory 
However, the purpose or final end 
of the feeding operstlun Is to 
produce a hog with strong bony 
framework and a development of mus- 
cle of such an extent that all the vital 
organs such as the lungs, heart, dl 
Tostlre snd reproduclve organs will 
be as perfect as possible when the hog 
Is matured. To do this, the scientific, 
or, as I would rather call It, the sys- 
tematic way of feeding mut 



operation Feeds high in protein and 
ash must be used or the development 
• 111 not be so complete as It otherwise 
would. Any of tbe following feeds 
may be used. Wheat, wheal sorts, 
middlings, oil nica!. oat shorts, pack 
Ing house by-products, alfalfa snd 
clover pastures. The rsllon should 
consist for the most psrl of one or 
a combination of these feuds. Every 
man has an idea of what combination 
he thinks best. 

The feeding of correctives, tonics, 
and worm powders Is at present ad 
vocaled by a great many men. and It 
Is all right, but these sre found on sll 
farms, with tbe exception of the 
worm extermlnstor. In the form of 
corn cob charcoal and grass. As a 
worm exterminator 1 have found five 
grains of santonin and three grains 
of calomel to each 80 pounds of hog 
to be the cheapest snd most ef- 
fective. However, consldersble care 
Is needed to feed such s |K>wder, as 
only ten head should be treated at a 
time and the powder thoroughly mixed 
through tbe slop. 

No feeder, be he ever so careful and 
patient, can be successful In his oper 
ations if the conditions surrounding 
his hogs are not sanitary and clean 
Slacked lime and coal tar dip and 
crude oil should be used freely, but 
not extravagantly, by every hog man 
Lime and dip a-e good disinfectants, 
and will keep down disease, wMlle tbe 
crude oil Is the cheapest and most ef 
kl ler I have ever tried

One la continually aurprlaed at 
finding such large, pro*i<erous cltlea In 
Siberia, wrllea Prof. U. K. Rlakcslee 
in the Hoaton Tranacrlpt. Omak has 
some SJ.ooo lubabitat.ta. Ob 25.000. 
Tomsk 76.000. Krasnlarak 35.000 and 
Irkut sk GO.000 in many ways, how- 
•T*jr. they etill ahow the crudeneaa of 
front l«r life. In Ob hardly a houae 
la over one story high, and the du*t In 
the tuipaved atreeta lies some Inches 
thick On the other hand, there la a 
large Lumber of school* In the coun 
try. Tomsk Is the educational cen- 
ter, besides being the largest city. It 
baa an institute of technology and a 
unlveralty of some reputation, which 
la attended by several hundred atu 
deata. 

After traveling for daye over tbe 
level, monotonoua plaine of tbe west, 
It Is a pleasure to reach tbe borders 
of the hill country, which stretchea 
from Kraanlarak some hundred miles 
on to Lake Halkal. In nne'a first en- 
thuaiasm one la tempted to exclaim 
that Kraanlarsk la one of the most 
beautiful cities In the world. It cer- 
tainly la charmingly located, remind- 
ing one of many a town on tbe Rhine. 
It Is built In the valley where the 
Katscha flowa into the great Yenlael 
—mountaina on every aide, and the 
high bank* of tbe river above and be- 
low. Seen from a distance, with Its 
many church domea gliatenlng be- 
tween tbe hill*, It makes the most de- 
lightful picture of all Siberia. 

A further ride of a day and a half 
through thla bill country, mach of 
which I* heavily wooded with a thick 
growth of pine, bring* one to Irkutsk, 
which after Tomak, Is the largest city 
In Siberia. It la In many waya a very 
attractive place. Ita main streeta are 
paved and It la lighted by electricity; 
It has three dally papers, a large thea- 
ter, a handsome art museum, a tech- 
nical school, a theological seminary, 
:>: iburehea and one uf the moat Im 
poalng cathedrals In the whole em 
plre. There are two or three factories 
In Ihe rliy. one of which la a porcelain 
establishment, wblcb lurna out moat 
excellent work. In strolling through 
tbe buslncaa streets one la aurprlaed 
at the great variety of good* displayed 
In the *tore«, e»|ieclally at the real ele- 
gance of the silver and Jewelry assort- 
ment* Theru are many American 
wares lo be aeen— kodaks, sewing ma- 
chines, typewriters. gramophones, 
reairt-ra. tool* from Massachusetts, 
canned fiult from California, canned 
oystera from Maryland. In aome of the 
show window* were pyramlda of 
boxes of an American food product, 
each with a Ruaalan label and a repre- 
sents! Ion of the American snd the 
Russian flags. 

Irkutak la over 3.300 miles from 
Moscow, a distance greater than that 
which aepurates San Francisco from 
New York, yet It la only twolhlrds of 
tbe way lo Vladivostok.

► orre*t, writes; "The men of JI-JI 
were at war with their neighbors, and.

There are two forms of waste: One it such a* 
takes plsce in the destruction of our forests or the 
waste of our soil from washing. There is no better example of this form 
if waste than the frightful and wholly unnecessary forest fires, which, in 
the last few months, hove caused the loss of tens of million*, of dollars 
in property and many human lives. Another illustration is found in 
the enormous loss of fertility which the farmer suffers hv the soshing of 
soil from his best fields into the water courses to pollute their currents, 
clog their channels, and entail large expense for its removal. 

The other form of waste is far less spectacular, but no less real. 
When we allow the tens of millions of potential horse|>ower in our streams 
to go to waste for lock of use we are breaking the law of conservation 
almost as fully as if the streams themselves were destroyed. When we 
allow the water power to flow unused we draw unnecessarily and waste- 
fully upon our stores of coal snd fuel oils to replace the power we waste 
by nonuse. When we fail to use the rivers for navigation, we make huge 
and unnecessary drafts on our supply of iron and coal. It is estimated 
that to transport freight by water reouires less than one-half as inu. li 
.•oal and iron as to transport it by rail. I'muits-an iim i- waste. W hen 
our coal and iron are (MM they will be gone forever. Water power will last 
is long as the sun pives us rain. 

I jet us fix it firmly in our minds that conservation means develop- 
ment as much as it meuns prevention of waste. Conservation is the com- 
mon sense use of all the resources of this great country of ours for the 
best good of all the jrooplo for the longest time, anil it demands develop- 
ment just as insistently as it demands the preservation of our resources 
and their efficient and economical use.

Kvery person in our 
land who tramples justice in dealing with another, who crushes righteous 
ness in civil or commercial realms, who is a mere idler in luxury, whose 
occupation is degrading to himself or others, is turning our leaf from 
ifreen to brown. The shiftless poor, and the idle rich; the an- 
archist who wants no law at all, and the equally bad anarchist who 
thinks to buy exemption from obedience to law; the 
bribe givers and takers; the criminals of bottom, mid- 
dle and top of our social order, all help to tear from 
our foliage the leaves that are for the healing of na- 
tions. Kvery institution that harms our national life 
must go, if our glory is to stay.

are faded men and women. There is no such a thing 
as u nation apart from the persons who make it. 11m* 
many a high purpose bus become only the acrobat of 
present moral decline, as our low lives turn it over and 
over, aa the October wind does the faded leaf!

red, of human gladness ami comfort, priests iti the cult of truth and 
vason. It is they that discover the laws which lesser iimiiU can apply, 
hat give us our wireless telephones, our airships, our turbines, our serums.

ESCAPES BY BOLD DASW FROM 
THE MASKED MOB. 

Plays 'Possum Under Log— Tennessee 
Night Riders, Believing Aged At 
torney Is Dsad, Depart. 

Tlptonvllle. Tenn.— Unharmed, save 
numerous srratrhea received In a 30 
hour trip through unfamiliar woods 
and the fatigue Incident to the trip 
without food, and the mental strain, 
Judge R. Zsrhary Taylor reached here 
Wedneaday- after a miraculous escape 
from night riders at Reelfoot I.ake.

him go, and with that he rode away. 

"I remained m the water until after
